The word had been going that government oil lands were b e-1 
ing disposed of at very high prices because of the fact that the 
sales had been authorized and so to state stabilized because the 
“government was back" of the transaction. 
From oil it was only 
a step to other things. 
And Mr. Vanderlip took it for granted. 
He had said, in a public speech, that he understood that the; 
Marion Star, President Harding’s paper,had recently been sold at 
a price “double its value," intimating that Mr. Harding had capi­ 
talized his public position for his personal interests— and inferen­ 
tially hinting that the sale price was about $550,000. 
Later Mr. Vanderlip was on the Congressional witness stand 
two hours and was subjected to one of the most merciless cross- 
'examinations of the whole investigation. Vanderlip was asked re­ 
peatedly why, without any facts upon which to base them, he had 
given circulation to such reports about the dead President, and 
always his reply was that he regarded it as his “patriotic duty" to j 
bring the rumors into the open in the hope of scotching them. 
Several daysago we published the actual facts about the sale 
of the Marion Star,as related by Mr. L. H. Brush, of Salem, O., 
the transaction having been made with President Harding practi- j 
cally’on the eve of his Alaskan trip, the purchasers being Mr. 
Brush and Mr. Roy D. Moore. 
Mr. Brush is the owner of w hat1 
might be called a “string" of Ohio newspapers, and of course was 
competent as to the value in that line. 
! 
Being- well acquainted with both President Harding and Mr. 
Brush the transaction had unusual interest to me. The “Associated 
Ohio Dailies" is one of the principal newspaper societies in the 
country and during the twenty-five years that I was its treasurer, 
Mr. Brush was the secretary and this of course brought us into 
close business relationship. 
So I can vouch that what Mr. Brush 
says about the sale of the Marion Star can be depended upon as 
the facts in the case. 
They paid $380,000 for the Star, ($263,000 to Mr. Harding 
and $117,000 to minority stockholders.) They also purchased a 
Marion morning paper, the idea being to unite the two papers and 
publish the latter in the morning and the Star in the evening. As 
to the charge that the price paid for the Star was more than it is 
worth, Air. Brush „estified that the books of the concern show that 
the profits had been equal to ten per cent per year on price they 
paid.
